After talking with you on the telephone yesterday I 
got in touch with Mr. Hadley of Cadwallader, Wickersham & 
Taft. He said that he was quite sure that the bequest to 
the American Numismatic Society contained in the Last Will 
and Testament of Arabella B. Huntington was declared exempt 
from the New York State Trasfer Tax. I have prepared affi- 
davits in the Federal Estate Tax proceeding and the New York 
State Transfer Tax proceeding, which are enclosed. If yo 
find them correct please execute all of them as originals 
and have your signature notarized. The notary should be sure 
to affix his notarial seal to the affidavits to be used in 
the Federal Estate Tax proceeding. 


As you know, the residuary estate, and not the lega- 
tee, bears the tax, if any, under Col. Sackett's Will. The 
Society, however, is probably interested in having the legacy 
declared exempt as a precedent.
